Hundreds Injured. 

In Kowloon, hundreds of per- 
sons were injured, including a 
Swiss couple badly burned 
when a mob set fire to their 
taxicab. The flames killed the 
cab driver. 

Some of the mobs stopped 
cars and extorted money from 
the occupants. 

Acting Gov. David ordered a 
curfew for Kowloon's 1,500, 
residents from 7:30 p.m. to 10 
am. He said it might be ex- 
tended if necessary. 

The order did not apply to 
Hong Kong island, where 1,000,- 
000 persons live. 

Two Chinese were killed 
when police opened fire on a 
mob at one of Kowloon’s main 
intersections. Another Chinese 
in a mob trying to storm Kow- 
loon police headquarters was 
killed by a direct hit from a 
tear gas gun. 

Four were killed when a fire 
truck ran wild after the mob 
had pulled its driver out. 

Two Bayonetted. 

Two Chinese were bayonetted 
and'an 8-year-old Chinese boy 
received minor injuries in the 
clash at the police station, which 
lasted 45 minutes before troops 
scattered the crowd.

Secretary of Agriculture Ezra 
Taft Benson's visit to Missouri 
yesterday was termed “sheer 


of Benson's refusal to help Mis- 
souri farmers during four years 
of drouth,” by United States 
Senator Thomas C. Hennings 
Jr., here today. 

Hennings Democratic candi- 
date to succeed himself charged 
Benson deceived President Ei- 
senhower by reporting that Mis- 
souri’s farmers were in no need 
of federal drouth aid during 
1953 and 1954. He added that 
the Secretary's record in office, 
approved by the President, was 
reason enough for the election 
of a Democratic administration 
Nov. 6. 


In a campaign speech, Hen- 
nings said: “We hope that dur- 
ing the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture’s ‘political blitz’ in Mis- 
souri, he will realize what we 
have been trying to impress on 
him—that Missouri farmers are 


well aware of the severity of 
their distress resulting from 
burned fields, blight, drouth 
and delayed action by the Re- 
publican administration.” 

In a similar speech in Nevada, 
Mo., today, Hennings lashed out 
at Benson again charging that 
he was guilty of wilful miscon- 
duct in office for the sanction 
he gave to the firing of Mis- 
sourli farmers’ Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
committees. 


“Early in 1953,” Hennings 
said, “this man Benson deprived 
elected farmer-committteemen, 
who had been charged with the 
responsibility for administering 
the ASC programs, of all ad- 
ministrative responsibility and 
provided for appointment of of- 
fice managers to take over. 

“Thereafter, in county after 
county, the Republican admin- 
istration sought to turn these 
committees into part of the Re- 


publican spoils system. Elected 
farmer - men were 
turned out of office. Loyal civil 
servants were fired, reinstated, 
kicked around and abused until 
they resigned. 

“Under the next administra- 
tion, with Adlai Stevenson in 
the White House and a Demo- 
cratic Congress to back him up, 
our farmers are going to be able 
once more to run their own 
local | programs in their own 
way.”

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As the Northwest Poadats 


The presidential campaign fssue of natural 
resources comes to a sharp focus in the Pacific 
Northwest, through which Adlai E. Stevenson’s 
campaign tour has just passed. What difference 
is there in the policies which the two parties 
offer the people of that region with respect to 
their natural resources? 

In the Democratic Administrations of Presi- 
dents Roosevelt and Truman great strides were 
made in developing the region’s resources. 
Bonneville dam was built. Grand Coulee rose. 
At the dedication of Hungry Horse dam late in 
the 1952 campaign President Truman warned 
that it might be the last project of its kind for 
a long time if the Republicans came into power. 

Candidate Eisenhower indignantly denied this. 
But since his Administration has been in office 
it has followed what it calls a “partnership 
policy,” which really consists of forfeiting to 
private power companies the initiative which the 
Government hitherto had taken. 

In the natural resources of forests, grazing 
lands, wildlife and soil as well as waterpower, 
the Eisenhower Administration has made a 
record for the Northwest to ponder. Here are 
10 points that are the core of it. Here is the 
record of the Administration and the Republican 
side of Congress in the Pacific Northwest: 


1. Abandonment of plans for complete re- 
source development at Hell's Canyon, on the 
Snake river, to let a private utility build lesser 
dams which would fall short of developing the 
potentials for power, flood control, irrigation, 
and the production of low-cost phosphate ferti- 
lizer. ;' 

2. Giveaway to an Alabama-owned firm, Al 
Sarena, of rights in the Rogue River National 
Forest of Oregon which had previously been 
denied as a phony mining claim aimed at grab- 
bing timber that goes along with the claim. 
In the ensuing two years the company did no 
mining on the claim but cut and sold $150,000 
worth of timber, for which it had paid the Goy- 
ernment $2375. 


3. Opening up of federal wildlife refuges to a 
spate of oil and gas leases under the pretense of 
strengthening the rules protecting them. 

4. Reorganization of the Fish and Wildlife 
Service, replacing career conservation men with 
political appointees. Dr. Ira N. Gabrielson, 
president of the Wildlife Management Institute, 
former director of the Service, and a brother of 
former Republican National Committee Chair- 
man Guy Gabrielson, said that as a result “the 
morale in the service is worse than I've ever 
seen: it.” 


5. Appointment as Assistant Secretary of the 
Interior in charge of public lands of former 
Representative Wesley A. D’Ewart of Montana, 
who when a member of Congress was respon- 
sible for an attempted grab of public grazing 
lands in the national forests on behalf of a few 
big cattlemen. A Senate committee refused to 
act on the appointment and D’Ewart quit. 

6. An attempt by Representative Ellsworth of 
Oregon to give big lumber companies special 
privileges in the national forests. The Demo- 
cratic majority in Congress killed it. 

7. Abandonment of the great Nez Perce power 
site, on the Snake river downstream from the 
Hell's Canyon site, @yith similar sacrifice of 
power and flood contro! potentials. 

8. Encouragement for W“syndicate of private 
power companies to build the power facilities 


‘and take the power output for 50 years from a 


dam near Portland for which the Federal Gov- 
ernment would pay the cost of navigation and 
other nonreimbursable facilities. This would 
evade the law by which Congress for a half 
century. has protected the rights of public and 
co-operative distribution systems to electric 
power generated at federal projects. 


9. Encouragement for a similar evasion of the 
publig preference law at the proposed Priest 
Rapids dam on the Columbia. 


16. An attempt to invade Dinosaur National 
Monument in Colorado to build a dam at the 
proposed Echo Park site of the Upper Colorado 
Development Project. Aroused conservationists 
throughout the nation backed efforts spear- 
headed in Congress by Senator Neuberger of 
Oregon which succeeded in deleting Echo Park 
from the eventually-enacted Upper Colorado 
project. 

The decision of the Pacific Northwest citizen 
to whom Mr, Stevenson has brought his candi- 
dacy will help determine whether there are to 
be four more years of that kind of record, or a 
return to the policies which created Bonneville 
and Grand Coulee—and Hungry Horse. 

For the voter who knows the records and their 
meanings to the future of his region, the decis- 
ion would not seem to be hard.

“Traffic Deaths and Arrest Ratio 


The importance of strict law enforcement is 
emphasized by the way in which New York City 
has reduced its traffie fatality rate. Police Com- 
missioner Stephen P. Kennedy of New York 
attributes a 19 per cent decrease in traffic 
deaths in that city to a vigorous traffic law 
enforcement program. He points out that there 
have been nearly twice as many traffic arrests 
this year as there were in the same period last 
year. In the same time, there were 478 deaths 
in 1955 and 385 in 1956. a drop of 93. The auto- 
mobile traffic death rate has been rising in St. 
Louis, St. Louis county and Missouri as a whole. 
Might there not be a marked decrease if they 
tightened enforcement?

The Court Sees Its Duty 

It is the duty of the United States Supreme 
Court to clarify the law once it has been in- 
voked. But since this duty on occasion has been 
shaded by politics, prejudice or popular pas- 
sions, the present Court is to be praised for 
agreeing to decide whether or not a congres- 
sional committee may’ask witnesses to name one- 
time members of Communist or Communist- 
front groups. 

The question has been a thorny one even for 
witnesses willing to admit their own former 
party membership. Not wanting to involve others 
in trouble for mistakes regretted long ago, and 
because of a distaste for informers, witnesses 
have refused to answer and, as a result, have 
been cited for contempt. The appellate judges 
are divided on their right to silence. So even 
though instances of this kind seem on the de- 
cline, a clear ruling is desirable. 

The Court also has agreed to decide another 
issue arising from the anti-Communist epidemic. 
Involving Paul M. Sweezy, New Hampshire econ- 
omist, this is the question whether a state of- 
ficial, acting under a state subversive control 
law, may ask an individual to disclose the con- 
tent of his lectures at a state university. The 
refusal was based on the guarantee of free 
speech, so the Court's decision may reach be- 
yond the campus to foundations and voluntary 
associations whose officers believe they are 
being exploited by headline-hungry politicians. 
As the guardian of civil liberties, the Court 
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is living up to its highest obligations in undertak- 
ing to define the limits of those liberties where 
they have been questioned.

The Chinese and North Korean Reds have 
suffered terrible casualties and Stalin knows 
that the free world can fight. 

I am deeply convinced that, if we had not 
sent troops to defend Korea, American and 
United Nations prestige in the whole Pa- 
cific would have collapsed. All Southeast 
Asia would probably have gone Communist 
by now. The danger is still great and growing 
but at least our act of springing to the de- 
fense of Korea has given hope to the people 
of Japan, the Philippines, Free China, Socth- 
east Asia, and Indonesia. It has also given 
hope in the great cause of collective security 
through the United Nations. 

The difference between the Dewey statements 
is easy to see. In 1952 Mr, Dewey was making a 
straight-forward presentation of his views. His 
intention was to be fair and constructive. In

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Last Call for Registration 

Missouri will have 90,000 more citizens of vot- 
ing age at this presidential election than it had 
four years ago, the Census Bureau estimates. 
But will the results of the balloting on Nov. 6 
show that there are 90,000 more voters than in 
1952? That depends upon how seriously Mis- 
sdurians take their civic responsibilities. In part 
it depends upon how many new voters and per- 
sons who have moved since the last election take 
the trouble to register. 

This is the last week for registration in St. 
Louis. The books have already closed in St. 
Louis county and in Madison and St. Clair 
counties of Illinois. 

So far, the St. Louls registration is estimated

Fee-Splitting in Blue Shield? 

Dr. Paul R. Hawley’s charges of fee-splitting 
against Blue Shield, surgical insurance plan, con- 
stitute a damaging indictment. It is plainly up 
to Blue Shield to refute them if they are untrue, 
and, if they are true, to take corrective steps. 

Fee-splitting has been denounced by the 
American College of Surgeons, of which Dr. 
Hawley is director, and by the American Medical 
Association. It is a practice by which a surgeon 
divides his patient’s fee with the referring phy- 
sician. This makes the patient little more than 
an object to be bought and sold. 

Dr. Hawley says that in Blue Shield fee- 
splitting leads to frequent use of the referring 
physician as the surgeon's assistant in the opera- 
tion, at a sacrifice of quality. In his long crusade 
against fee-splitting he has accused if of leading 
to “ghost surgery” — the performance of an 
operation by a surgeon other than the one of 
the patient’s choice. 

Both fee-splitting and ghost surgery are dirty 
business, Blue Shield should keep its house 
scrupulously clean of these medical evils.

Against a Missouri Amendment

Editor and former State Senator criticizes first c@stitutional 
amendment plan on grounds it contains four proposals and 
allows voters no freedom of choice; admits changes in pay, 
terms of Legislature may be needed, but not in this manner.

Voters of Missouri will act on three 
constitutional amendments Nov. 6. One 
affects the county or township levy for 
roads and bridges; another would au- 
thorize the investment of state funds 
in short term United States obliga- 
tions or interest bearing time deposits. 

The other is designed as a reform 
of the legislative branch of the state 
government. 

This latter, while embracing four 
proposals, must be accepted or rejected, 
in toto. This procedure does not give 
the voter a liberty of choice and has 
been condemned in court decisions as 
unsound and unfair to the voter. 

One of the proposals would provide 
for annual legislative sessions, the reg- 
ular one for six months and in addition 
a 60-day session in even numbered years 
for appropriation and revenue meas- 
ures. 

This has been criticized as not meet- 
ing the appropriation problems of the 
state. At present the Legislature could 
be convened by the Governor for fis- 
cal as well as other needs which might 
arise. 

Another proposal would give mem- 
bers of the Legislature a weekly mile- 
age allowance instead of the present 
once-a-session mileage. This in itself is 
a fair proposal but it has been charged 
the method of leaving such an allow- 
ance to the Comptroller is unfair to 
him and could lead to abuse. 

A third proposal would permit the 
General Assembly to set the salaries of 


iis members by law. Legislators now 
are grossly underpaid. 

Theoretically such a detail of govern- 
ment should be left to statute. However, 
it could be abused, as for instance in 
Massachusetts where legislators set 
themselves a biennial salary of - 
a tax free expense allowance of $400; a 
weekly expense allowance for hotel and 
meals, and a generous pension system. 

A fourth proposal would automatical- 
ly convene the Legislature whenever 
the Governor vetoed a bill or reduced 
an appropriation during the last 15 leg- 
islative days or after adjournment of a 
regular legislative session. 

As has been pointed out this would 
just tend to encourage legislative jams 
at the close of regular sessions. 

These proposals have met criticism 
by the Missouri Public Expenditure 
Survey, by older members of the Legis- 
lature and by members of the Constitu- 
tional Convention 1943-44. 

Some of the changes are badly 
needed, but not in the way proposed. 
There should be other legislative 
changes such as fewer committees, few- 
er committee assignments to members 
and some means of providing legislators 
with adequate information to properly 
act on appropriation measures. 

It would be sounder, The Leader 
Journal believes. to vote this whole pro- 
posal down and start anew on the prob- 
lems affecting the legislative branch of 
our state government. 


Cupcakes for Winter Birds 


Fern Berry in Our Dumb Animals Magazine 


You should prepare in,late autumn 
for feeding the winter birds that remain 
in your area. 

These include such seed eaters as 
cardinals, blue jays, sparrows and pur- 
ple finches. The birds that relish fats 
include nuthatches, brown creepers, tit- 
mice, chickadees, woodpeckers (downy 
and hairy) and blue jays (they will eat 
almost anything). 

The common piantain is laden with 
seeds that may be gathered when ripe 
and saved for the feeding station, al- 
though most of these seeds will be eaten 
by fall visitors. Bachelor buttons are 
well laden with seed that birds relish, 
and a row of these pretty annuals across 
the garden will furnish not only color 
but a mea] for many birds. Elderberry 
branches with attached fruit may be 
gathered and dried for the winter birds. 

For the fat eaters, suet may be pur- 


chased from a butcher shop. Render 
the suet and pour into empty egg car- 
tons with the little round holes into 
which eggs are fitted, or you can use 
muffin tins. 

As the fat cools add chopped peanuts 
(the shelled variety without salt), scraps 
from. walnuts, a bit of peanut butter, 
corn that has been pounded to a coarse 
meal and sunflower seed. Mix these 
well into the fat and let cool. 


A cake added to the feeding station 
will provide both fat and seed—and a 
pleasant surprise for the winter birds. 


Raw suet may be placed in contain- 
ers made of fine mesh chicken wire. 
Cut a narrow strip of the wire and place 
a good sized piece of suet on it. Fold 
aver like a pocket and fasten to a post 
or tree trunk. It can’t be carried away 
— can readily be reached by hungry

The Authority paid back into the Fed- 
eral Treasury a little more than this 
net earning—$59,000,000. 

Nearly three fifths of the 63.8 billion 
kilowatt-hours it produced were bought 
by federal agencies, principally by the 
Atomic Commission’s installations at 
Oak Ridge and Paducah. 

Some additional billions of kilowatts

ESPITE the fact that it is 

becoming a little mono- 

tonous to have the Yankees 
as almost permanent world 
champions—they’ve won seven 
pennants and six world titles 
in the last eight years—the 
1956 struggle for the top 
honors in the game was ex- 
citing, thrilling and interest- 
ing. 

Don Larsen’s perfect game 
will make the Series stand 
out in everybody's memory.

ITH campaign excitement 
Woisins, the mailman brings 
more and more letters re- 
garding our political parties. 


.From Mrs. T. Heard of Men- 


tane, Calif., for instance, comes 
this query: “Will you please 
tell me what the donkey and 
the elephant stand for in the 
two parties?” 


Well, it’s sometimes pretty 
hard to figure out what the 
parties themselves stand for — 
at least if you take the long 
view of history and realize that 


the present Democratic party 
was once the Republican party 
and was founded under that 
name by Thomas Jefferson, who 
is now claimed by both parties 
as a high-ranking member of 
their pantheons of patrons. 


As to the origin of the donkey 
and elephant symbols, they 
both are generally—but erron- 
eously — credited to Thomas 
Nast, the great cartoonist of 
the late Nineteenth Century, 
who also created the symbol of 
the tiger for Tammany Hall. 
Actually, the first recorded ap- 
pearance of the donkey as the 
symbol of the Democratic party 
was in 1848 in a Chicago paper, 
Field Piece, published by the 


then opposition party, the 
Whigs. 
Nast later (1870) used the 


same symbol for a _ post-Civil 
War cartoon showing the Demo- 
cratic “copperheads,” symbol- 
ized by a donkey, kicking a re- 
cumbent lion, E. M. Stanton, 
who had been Lincoln’s secre- 
tary of war. Nast first used the 
elephant as a Republican car- 
toon symbol in 1874. 


Today's Democrat would 
doubtless say that the donkey 
symbolizes sturdy, hard-working 
earnestness of purpose—a per- 
sistent determination to get the 
people’s work done and done 
well. A Republican would most 
likely contend that the signifi- 
cance of his party's symbol lies 
in the elephant’s massive power 
and prestige—both attributes 
also devoted wholly to the 
public weal.

Fix It Yourself

Cracks in Exterior Masonry 
NE of these days before the 
() weather gets too cold, you 
should take a few minutes 
off to inspect the condition of 
any masonry—concrete, ma- 
sonry blocks, brick, stucco, etc., 
on the outside of your house. 

The purpose is to find any 
cracks and crevices and do 
something about them before 
freezing weather sets in. Small 
cracks in any masonry surface 
will allow water to get in and, 
once the water is and 
freezes, it expands. When this 
happens something has to give 
and it’s going to be the masonry 
surface. A small crack this fall 
will grow into a big one by 
spring unless you do something 
about it now. 

The standard rule for filling 
these cracks is to cut them out 
with a cold chisel, dust out the 
loose concrete and then wet 
down the sides. Before the sides 
have a chance to dry, pack in 
some cement mortar. 

At points where masonry 
joins woodwork you won't find 
mortar too efficient because it 
won't hold to the wood and

Actors Creed

HE first time Tod Andrews tried his hand at acting 

before his high school classmates, he pantomimed a 

man chasing butterflies and broke out in a cold sweat 
with stage fright when no one could guess what he was 
doing. Now, as an established actor, he still has stage 
fright and butterflies, but he doesn’t mind them any more. 
In fact, he’s almost grateful. 

“Keeps you excited and on your toes,” the curly- 
haired, boyish-looking actor said. “You ought to feel a 
little nervous. It helps you do a better job.” 


It’s not surprising, though, that Tod should be a little 
squeamish on stage. After all, the reason he enrolled ih 
dramatics class in the first place was to overcome his shy- 
ness.

“IT WAS IN THAT PLAY, one of Tennessee Williams's 
sifecesses, that he learned a valuable lesson—to forget the 
audience arid concentrate on the .character. 

“On the road during tryouts I was getting 10 laughs 
in the first scene. But when we opened in New York with 
those critics out there, I reached the spot for the first 
laugh and there was silence. Time for the second. Si- 
lence. I mumbled to the girl on stage with me, ‘No laughs, 
we're dead.’ But then I said to myself, ‘No, I'll go right 
on and play this the very best I can and I won't worry 
about those people out there.

OE SMITH may have been 

invented on the spur of the 

moment, but since that 
somewhat farcical incident at 
the Republican national con- 
vention, Joe has grown to be- 
come a political symbol, 


Adlai Stevenson has named 
his campaign plane the Joe 
Smith, and Joe probably will re- 
place such figures as The For- 
gotten Man of the depression 
years, and Joe Blow who sym- 
bolize the little people, and the 
John Does who symbolize the 
nobodies. 


It only remains for some car- 
toonist to create an image of 
Joe Smith and the chances are 
he will take his place along 
with Uncle Sam, John Bull, 
John Q. Public and the rest of 
the world’s familiar symbolic 
figures. 


Meanwhile, back in Scotts- 
bluff, Nebr., Terry Carpenter, 
the man who created Joe Smith, 
is a little surprised at what 
Joe has come to be, but not 
at all sorry that he invented 
him. This, despite the fact that 
Carpenter, a Republican, gave 
the Democrats an excellent 
campaign symbol. The Repub- 
licans, he says, brought it on 
themselves. 

“I pulled Joe Smith out of 
the air,” he now explains, 
“when it became evident that 
Secretary Seaton had double- 
crossed me.” He was referring 
to Fred A. Seaton, Secretary 
of the Interior, and a fellow 
member of the Nebraska dele- 
gation. 


Carpenter explains that he 
intended to nominate Seaton 
for the vice presidency because 
he, Carpenter, was one of “a lot 
of delegates” who were against 
Nixon. But Seaton foréstalled 
him. Without saying anything 
to Carpenter, he sent a note to 
Joe Martin that if he were 
nominated he would decline. 

When Carpenter tried to be 
heard to nominate Seaton, he 
explains, Joe Martin cooled him 
off with a question as to whom 
he wanted to nominate and a 
remark that he had a declina- 
tion in his pocket. 


“That,” says Carpenter, “is 
when I pulled Joe Smith out of 
the air. If the Democrats make 
political hay out of the episode, 
then it’s the Republican's own 
fault. We had been assured by 
party leaders it was an open

Back home in Scottsbluff, 
Carpenter has received hun- 
dreds of letters and telegrams 
and score of long distance tele- 
phone calls.

bluff, they have taken the 

Joe Smith episode in their 
stride. They've known Terry 
Carpenter for a long time and 
nothing much he could do 
would surprise them. 

He’s known around Scotts- 
bluff as Terrible Terry. In fact, 
he now calls himself that. No 
matter what he does, in busi- 
ness or politics, he seems to 
leave a trail of little furors in 
his wake. 

His business and political 
careers have never been steady, 
never dull. He has been mayor 
of Scottsbluff twice, a state 
senator aNd a congressman. Two 
of the things he has wanted, 
however, he has never been 
able to attain, governorship of 
Nebraska and a seat in the 
United States Senate. In fact, 
he seems to have a Senator fixa- 
tion. He sought the office in 
1936 and again in 1948. He 
Started a newspaper which he 
called The Senator (which 
lasted about a year) and he 
called the ice cream he manu- 
factured Senator ice cream. The 
gasoline he sells at his several 
filling stations is also called 
Senator. 

Carpenter is a well-to-do man

and he owns a whole town, lock, 
stock and barrel. It is called 
Terrytown, situated just south 
of Scottsbluff across the Platte 
river. He incorporated’ the 
town in 1948. It has a housing 
project, liquor store, filling sta- 
tion, an auditorium with a res- 
taurant and cocktail lounge at 
one end, and a drive-in theater. 
Right now he’s engaged in a bat- 
tle with the Ministerial Associa- 
tion over his liquor business in 
Terrytown. They're trying to 
close him up. “It’s a legitimate 
business,” says Terry, “and I 
think they’re being un-Chris- 
tian.” Terry himself is a tee- 
totaler. 


Estimates of Terry's wealth 
range up to a couple of million 
dollars. But he’s been broke 
several times. He was born 55 
years ago at Cedar Rapids, la., 
and came to Scottsbluff as a 
young man. He worked in drug 
stores, restaurants and filling 
stations, saved his money and 
went into the wholesale candy 
and tobacco business. It failed. 


He lived for a time in Long 
Beach, Calif., where he held a 
political job as manager of the 
water works. A political change 
left him jobless. Returning to 
Scottsbluff he and his mother 
and stepfather opened an auto 
agency and garage. He went 
broke again. The he started a 
service station. 


It was during the depression 


and times were tough. Terry 
and his wife, Hazeldean, 
pumped the gasoline. They 


didn’t have the money to make 
repairs to meet fire regulations, 
and the sheriff came to close 
them up. This incident is often 
told to illustrate how adroit 
Carpenter can be.

Girl Scouts today 
take in every type of girl in 
the 7-to-I7, second grade 
through high school, group and 
their interests include aviation, 
television and nuclear science. 


“In some ways our program 
hasn't changed,” Miss Conant 
says. “The outdoor program, 
which attracted girls 30 or 40 
years ago because it was un- 
usual for girls to do that sort 
of thing then, still has its ap- 
peal. Camping and hiking are 
still popular. Homemaking, too, 
has a steady appeal and more 
girls earn their badges in that 
category than in any other.

But things develop that are 
new—the wing Scout program 
in aviation, the badges in ra- 
dio and television, for writing, 
appearing on programs, appre- 
ciative listening, being intelli- 
gent users of TV. 


“We revise the program ev- 
ery five or seven years to bring 
in new interests and right now 
we're looking into pre-scien- 
tific interests for girls. With 
such a need for scientists and 
more and more girls interested 
in the subject we are doing 
vocational exploration into it, 
encouraged by the fact that 
several recent winners of the 
Westinghouse scientific awards 
have been Girl Scouts. Girls 
with interests in the out of 
doors and nature study often 
have a scientific turn of mind.” 


Vocational exploration itself 
is a new phase of Scouting. It 
used to be that girls expected 
to marry and job planning was 
secondary. Now almost all girls 
expect to hold jobs, temporarily 
or permanently. 


Working with handicapped 
girls is another phase of Scout- 
ing which has moved ahead 
rapidly in the last half dozen 
years. 


“We've always worked with 
the handicapped,” Miss Conant 
says, “but since the White 
House Conference on Children 
with its definite statement that 
handicapped children should 
have all the rights and privi- 
leges of other children, interest 
has developed. The new empha- 
sis is on integration—not in- 
tegration in the sense of Negro 
and white, although, of course, 
we've done that, too—but in- 
tegration of handicapped girls 
into normal troops. We work 
to send handicapped to camps 
with norma] girls, to find a 
troop near the home of a han- 
dicapped girl when she’s re- 
leased from an institution, in 
short, to integrate them into 
normal Scout activities. 

“We're try to do a better job 
of reaching the hard-to-reach 
girls.

Michigan attended by 5000 girls, 
including 24 from St. Louis; 
its theme was appreciation of 
one’s own part of the country. 
Scouting has gone international, 
too, so Miss Conant's work often 
takes her to other countries to 
work with American Girl Scouts 
in foreign lands or sister asso- 
ciations in the World Federation 
of Girl Scouts. 


From here, she will go to 
Savannah, Ga., to another re- 


spend late winter and early 
spring traveling the country in- 
terpreting findings of a study 
on adolescent girls now being 
done at the University of Michi- 
gan, Findings will interest par- 
ents, she feels, especially those 
which indicate that girls love 
théir parents and are not in 
revolt, as popular opinion would 
have it. 


Author of many articles on 
Scouting, Miss Conant also 
wrote the 1940 edition of the 
Girl Scout Handbook and the 
first manual for leaders of in- 
termediate troops. A _ distant 
cousin of Dr. James B. Conant, 
she now makes her home in 
northern Westchester county, 
50 miles from New York, in a 
small white Cape Cod cottage 
in the middle of five acres of 
woodland. When not traveling 
at her job, her time is divided 
evenly between “gardening and 
weekend painting, and such in- 

crafts as needlework, quilt- 
ing and knitting. 


“I used to be punished as a 
child because I wouldn't bother 
with those things,” she laughs. 
“Now I find when I’m troubled 
or worried, instead of picking 
up a mystery, I pick up my 
knitting and have something to 
show for my time. I'm a great 
believer in any kind of arts and 
crafts. We have a lot ef it in 
our program and I practice 
what I preach.”
